Tokio, Jan. 3D.— Considerable in­ 
terest has bee ncaused in Japan bv 
the arrival and activities of three 
Mexicans, who represent t lie gov­ 
ernm ent of General Carranza, and 
who are said to be m aking exten- 
ive purchases in behalf of their 
ountry. 
According to 
the 
infor­ 
mation at Tokio 
the 
prospective 
purchases 
include 
m unitions 
of 
war—am m unition, rifles and artil­ 
lery—and a steam ship, in addition 
to m achinery for agricultural and in­ 
dustrial purposes. 
The Mexican agents, who are in 
charge of Colonel Carpio, are re­ 
ported to have succeeded in their 
quest for rifles and 
even 
for 
a 
steamship. 
It 
had 
been 
under­ 
stood that they were negotiating for 
the freight steam er Kotohira Maru, 
a vessel of some 3,000 tons, and the 
announcem ent 
th at this 
steam er 
cleared from Yokohama on January 


2, with its declared destination as 
Salina Cruz, Mexico, was accepted 
in some quarters as proof that tilt1 
negotiations were successful. 
The 
manifest gave the cargo as general 
m erchandise 
and 
machinery, bul 
the report was current 
at 
Tokio 
that the vessel had en board a 
num ber of rifles, estim ated at 2:5,- 
000, consigned to the Carranza gov- 
» nim* ut. This report could not be 
confirmed here. 
In response to inquiries by the 
Associate d Press the Mexican le­ 
gation at Tokio denied 
th a t 
the 
Kotohira Mara carried any rifles. 
The 
legation 
adm itted 
that 
the 
steam er had sailed for Mexico, but 
said th a t lier cargo was confined 
to general m erchandise and machi­ 
nery, consigned to a companj in 
Ma xico. 
The legation added that 
Mexico had been seeking rifles, but 
had been unsuccessful, as all the 
available weapons had 
been 
pur­ 
chased by the entente allies. 
The 
legation confirmed the departure of 
the Kotohira Maru, saying it w’as 
under chalder to a Japanese firm. 
it is bein red here that tile Mex­ 
ican government recently opened a 
credit iii Japan of $1,000,000 for the 
transaction 
of 
general 
business. 
During the presidency of General 
H uerta the governm ent of Mexico 
opened negotiations with Japanese 
firms for the purchase of rifles and 
ammunition, depositing some 3,000,- 
000 yen for that purpose 
in 
the 
country. 
About 12,000 rifles, mod 
cled after the Spanish infantry wea­ 
pon, w ere actually delivered to tho 
H uerta governm ent, but before oth­ 
er consignm ents were possible the 
European w ar broke out.

tethered with the delivery of fur­ 
ther orders to Mexico . Some G0,- 
000 rifles oriignally 
intended 
for 
that country were sold to Russia 
and France and the weapons that 
went to Russia are now being used 
by the Russian troops on duty iii 
N orthern Manchuria.
